This announcement was 


made by the State D epartm ent in Washington at 2:45 o clock Washington time. T his w ould make th e armistice effective 5 o clock Vernon time. 


T he term s of the armistice provide for the im mediate retirem ent of all G erm an forces from Belgium and Alsace-Lorraine, the occupation of such 


strategic points in G erm any as m ay he deemed essential by M arshal Foch; the im mediate release of all Allied and Am erican prisoners which is not to be 


reciprocated as to Germ ans held by the Allies; the surrender of a certain part of the G erm an n a v y , together w ith all naval bases; the immediate disarm** 


am ent and dem obilization of the G erm an arm y. 
Th e exact form of the armistice w ill he announced in Washington at 8 o clock th is morning. 


According to the facts disclosed by the official statem ent of the State D epartm ent, the armistice was returned and signed up just a few hours before ^ 


the expiration of the time lim it set by M arshal Foch. From the time the term s w ere made know n to the G erm an representatives, tile enemy was to |>e 


allow ed 72 hours to answ er definitely w h e th e r the terms w ere accepted. This period expired at 11 o clock this morning, Paris time, w hen the arm istice 


became effective.

Krupp w orks, long pointed to as the symbol of G erm any s m ilitary might, has fallen into the hands of revolutionists. 


These changes apparently have taken place w ith o u t serious disorder. Follow ing the occupation of the royal palaces in Berlin soldiers and w o r k m e ^ f§
